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Indian  Students  Probe  Problems

A panel  of  Indian  students 
named  apathy  and  lack  of 
communication  as  barriers  to  the 
development  of  Indian  leadership 
at  BYU  Monday. 

The  panel,  part  of  the  first  day’s 
program  of  Indian  Week, 
discussed  what  an  Indian  leader 
should  be  and  how  Indian 
students  could  become  leaders, 
following  an  address  on  leadership 
by  Rondo  Harmon,  chairman  of 
the  Indian  Education  Dept. 

Harmon  said  research  showed 
that  leaders  of  groups  are  those 
who  “come  closest  to  the  norms 
of  the  group,  and  whom  the  group 
sees  as  supporting  (those)  norms,” 
but  “the  only  way  to  change  the 
level  of  the  group  is  to  work  on 
changing  the  norm.” 

‘‘We’ll  have  to  get  Indian 
students  more  involved,” 
commented  Beanie  Subia,  an 
Indian  senior  from  Oklahoma 
City.

Bob  Angle,  a junior  in  youth 
leadership  from  California,  said 
that  there  were  many 
opportunities  for  leadership  at 
BYU,  and  in  the  Indian  wards  of 
The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints,  particularly 
through  the  home  teaching 
program.

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'Civil  Defense'  Groups 
Could  Cause  Problems 


In  recent  months,  so-called  “Civil  Defense”  groups  have  been 
organizing  in  Salt  Lake  City. 

Those  groups  have  purportedly  been  organized  by  a Mr.  William 
Kerner  who  is  concerned  about  what  would  be  done  to  protect  the 
citizens  of  the  area  in  the  event  of  a riot  or  similar  civil  disturbance. 

The  people  in  these  groups  are  law-abiding,  concerned  members  of 
the  community.  As  we  understand  it,  their  program  is  one  of  food 
storage  and  self^-protection  on  a neighborhood  basis. 

The  people  in  the  neighborhoods  organize  in  such  a way  that  in  the 
event  of  civil  disturbance  they  can  control  the  entry  and  exit  of  persons 
from  their  neighborhoods,  can  protect  themselves  and  can  be  assured  of 
an  adequate  food  supply.  This  includes  arming  the  members  of  the 
neighborhood  and  organizing  them  into  a local  militia  force  which 
would  block  off  the  roads  into  the  neighborhood  and  maintain  security 
in  the  area. 

These  people’s  intentions  are  good  and  some  parts  of  their  program 
are  commendable,  but  there  seem  to  be  certain  volatile  dangers  inherent 
in  programs  such  as  this.  Though  these  people  are  open,  do  not  break 
any  laws  or  ordinances  in  their  organization  and  do  have  some  good 
ideas,  such  as  food  storage  and  community  involvement,  they  could 
very  well  become  a source  of  a great  deal  of  trouble. 

Every  citizen  of  the  United  States  has  the  right  to  “keep  and  bear 
arms,”  but  he  does  not  have  the  right  to  create  his  own  army.  Why? 
Because  hundreds  of  small  neighborhood  militia  units  could,  and 
probably  would,  cause  many  more  problems  than  they  could  solve. 

The  police  and  the  National  Guard  will  not  look  particularly  kindly 
,on  citizens  trying  to  do  their  jobs  for  them  during  an  emergency.

Panel  Subject: 
Teacher  Need 

The  need  for  teachers  to  help 
students  of  minority  societies  to 
adopt  the  standards  of  the  norm 
society  was  one  of  the  main  issues 
presented  at  last  Thursday’s  panel 
discussion  sponsored  by  the 
Student  Education  Association. 

According  to  Dr.  Arturo 
DeHoyos,  a member  of  the  panel 
and  a professor  of  sociology,  it  is 
important  for  teachers  to  learn 
about  minority  cultures  and  use 
this  knowledge  to  communicate 
effectively  with  students  of 
minority  societies.  But  this 
knowledge  should  be  used  to  help 
the  students  adopt  the  standards 
of  the  norm  culture  and  not 
remain  in  their  minority  cultures. 

Dr.  DeHoyos  said  it  is  not  a 
question  of  which  society  is 
better,  but  which  society  is 
dominant.  In  order  for  a nation  to 
achieve  unity,  every  citizen  must 
be  working  towards  the 
development  and  improvement  of 
one  society. 

“Homogeneity  and  not 
heterogeneity  is  the  way  for  social 
stability,”  he  added. 

Stella  Mosqueda,  a Cree  Indian 
student  majoring  in 
communications,  commented  that 
a person  who  had  to  live  in  the 
primitive  Jungles  of  Africa  would 
have  to  adopt  many  habits  of  the 
tribal  societies  in  order  to  survive. 

James  Peterson,  a graduate 
student' in  sociology,  of  the 
Blackfoot  Indian  Tribe,  added 
that  the  transition  from  minority 
to  majority  cultures  must  be  slow, 
and  “soft”  methods  must  be  used 
to  make  sure  that  the  student  is 
not  alienated  from  the  teacher.

The  simulation  of  the  human 
voice  by  electronic  equipment  and 
the  motivation  for  speech 
synthesis  will  be  the  topic  of  Dr. 
Paul  Mermelstein’s  speech  to  be 
given  at  a physics  seminar  Feb. 
25. 

Dr.  Mermelstein,  a researcher 
for  Bell  Telephone  Laboratories, 
received  his  Ph.D.  in  Electrical 
Engineering  from  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology.  Since  joining  Bell 
Laboratories  in  1964,  Mermelstein 
has  been  primarily  concerned  with 
simulating  the  behavior  of  the 
vocal  tract. 

In  his  lecture  Mermelstein  will 
show  the  fundamental 
relationship  between  the  shape  of 
the  vocal  tract  and  its  acoustic 
behavior.  Also  to  be  discussed  is 
the  experimental  determination  of 
the  continuously  changing  vocal 
tract  shape.  The  talk  will  conclude 
with  a general  discussion  of  the 
motivation  and  the  results  to  be 
expected  from  speech  synthesis 
research.
